onati-uctlou of a Tepee—Furnishings ot 
tlici Tent—How Their Rread Is Made, 
Process of Hunting :m;l Curing tlie 
Lea the i- for Legging and Moccasin*. 
It is not strange that Indians are short 


ived nor that there should be so high a 
ate of mortality among their children. 
The tribes north of an east and west line 
oinciding with the northern limit of 
'sTew Mexico use for dwellings what is 
taown as tho tepee. An Indian of* 
vealth in the Ute country sometimes 
as an opportitnity to purchase an A 
»ent, and even a wall tent, at some sale 
f condemned quartermaster's supplies, 
ut the very best and newest canvas af- 
ords poor protection against the snow 
torins and freezing winds of tho plains. 


The tent is usually staked down, with 


a shallow gutter dug round it to carry 
iff the rain water, which would other- 
wise flood its interior, and, beginning in 
he early autumn, a fire is built in the 
enter of the earth floor, which is sel- 
dom allowed to go out. Overhead and 
langing in lines suspended from the 
;anvas are the rifles and other weap- 
ms of the family, and the floor is cov- 
ired with about six inches of dead grass 
ir hay, which in time is trodden down 
and pressed into a fair and tolerably 
,of t mattress. Wrapped np in his blanket, 
with his head resting on his saddle for 


pillow, the Indian sleeps through the 


night, depending somewhat 0:1 the fire 
o keep him from freezing in extremely 
cold weather. 


LIFE IN A TEPEE. 


In dry weather the ventilator at the 


apex of the tent may be kept open, but 
luring storms, when it is closed, the at- 
iiosphere of the tent is stifling and reeli- 
ng with the odor of the unwashed fam- 
ly and of the many damp and badly 
jiired fnrs which every buck accumu- 
.iites. Far from the agencies the In 
dians lay in a small stock of, flour, coffee 


sugar sufficient to be used'sparingly 


through the winter, which, -with his 
frozen beef or antelope meat, constitutes 
hia bill of fare. 


In a tent ten feet in diameter, a buck, 


two squaws and five or six small children 
pass the winter months, and considering 
their uncleanly habits, it is not difficult 
to imagine the condition of the habita- 
tion i:i the spring. They themselves 
probably appreciate this, because rather 
;han ulcsin up they simply move their 
tent to !-omo clean spot. 


With ;i little flour, water and salt the 


.quawa ntiiko a thick paste, which is 
[irt,t cooked on hot stones until it be- 
comes ^tifl', and then each cake is further 
cooked by standing it on its edge with 


flat surface exposed to the flames 


until it is thoroughly bieized into quite 
palatable bread. Their meat is fried in 
its ov.-n fat or roasted on a spit stuck in 
the ground, while a small child keeps il 
turning to equalize Iho roasting. The 
bread cakes serves ns plates, while their 
fingers are both knives and forks, so the 
Indian has no dish washing process to 
go through with, for when the meal is 
finished he eats his plate and licks off his 
knives and forks with his tongue. 


MAKING LEQCIINS. 


The hunting of doer in the Rocky 


mountains has driven them north into 
British America, and in a few more 
years our Indians will have no more 
buckskins for leggins and moccasins 
Only the skin of the heavy hided deer 
can be used, that of the antelope anc 
v,-'iite tailed varieties being too tender 
for long service. 
The Apaches make 


their moccasins and leggins in one piece 
in the style of hunting boots, while mos' 
of the Indians to the north wear slippers 
and leggins. 
Whenever n deer is killei 


and cut up the bladder ia carefully cu 
away, cleaned, and filled with the braii 
of the animal, and the little bag is mos 
carefully guarded until a stream i: 
reached, where the hide may bo cured 


The entire skin is then ptit into run 


ning water, and weighted down wit) 
stones. In four or five hours the soak 
ing has swelled it and loosened the hai 
at the roots, when it is taken out and 
etretched on a frame, while the owner 
with the aid of a cleaned rib of the ani 
mal, scrapes it down until all the hair i 
rubbed off, very much in the same man 
ner as overheated horses are scraped tc 
remove the foam and sweat. The skin 
ia then pulled and stretched for three o 
four hours, and, at the same time, oilec 
with the brain until it is perfectly dry 
soft and pliable, when it is ready fo 
use. When a tan color is desired it i 
soaked in an infusion of red bark. The 
sole of the moccasin is always made of th 
raw hide of beef cattle and sewed to th 
•upper with the sinews of the deer's tendon 
achilles.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

FACTS AND THEORIES. 


An interesting article on "Building a 


State" is printed in the JOURNAL this 
morning. The writer does not indorse the 
sentiments heretofore expressed by the 
JOURNAL that mines will have to be opened 
or manufacturing industries established to 
supply a borne market for farm products to 
make farming on an extensive scale profit- 
able and induce those seeking homes to en- 
gage in agricultural pursuits in Nevada. 


While the views of the correspondent 


seem correct in theory, unfortunately tho 
faota do not substantiate them. It is well 
known that since the completion of Ihe 
Central Pacific Railroad, nearly twenty-two 
years ago, there has bean a continuous 
tide of emigration westward. 
For many 


years the greater part of those emigrants 
were from the Middle and what, until re- 
cently, were called the Western States. 
They were seeking homes on the Pacific 
Const and in many instances were accom- 
panied by their families. 
Not one in a 


thousand of then? oould be prevailed upon 
to remain in Nevada. They could see no 
prospect for a home market for farm pro- 
ducts in the State, and sought homes 
noirer tidnwatar. They may not have bet- 
tered themselves by ignoring Nevada, but 
the fact that they did so, and that thous- 
ands of Movadans followed them, cannot be 
disputed. 


When the States east ot the Mississippi 


were settled, people were content if they 
made a bare living on a farm, and four- 
fifths of the entire population of the conn- 
try were engaged in farming pursuits. Now 
that is all changed and a large proportion 
of the popnlation of tha whole country is 
engaged in pursuits other thau farming. A 
man is not content to settle on a farm un- 
less ho can make money, and as the pro- 
ducts of the soil have to be exported to do 
that where farming is carried on exten- 
sively, the home-seekers get as near the 
seaboard as possible, because transporta- 
tion is cheaper and what they produce com- 
mands a higher price than iu the int' rior. 


When the farmers of Nevada produce 


more grain than is necessary to supply the 
home market, thut is, tbe mines and the 
stock ranches, they have to ship the snr- 
plua to 
tidewater to dispose of it at 


any 
price, and 
wheat Iu 
Humboldt 


and Elko 
counties 
Bells 
at 
Liver- 


pool prices less tbe cost of transporta- 
tion and a liberal commission for the buyer. 
The development of the mining resources 
of the State and tbe establishment of man- 
ufactories, would change this condition of 
affairs by furnishing a home market, and 
that wonld induce home-seeker i to come 
here and engage in agricultural pursuits. 


NAVY 
YARD METHOD. 


Five months ago, that is, when the elec- 


tion was ever, the United Stat s war 
steamer Alert, which had been undergoing 
extensive repairs at the M-ire'Island Navy 
Yard, in California, was reported ready for 
sea. As the Secretary of the Navy is not 
overburdened with confidence in the men 
who run navy Yards, ha ordered a Board of 
Survey to examine tte Alert and report the 
condition of the vessel. The report was 
not satisfactory and a second board was ap- 
pointed to thoroughly examine the war 
ship. The second board, it |is said, did 
not quite agree with the first, though both 
considered the vessel unfit (or service. 
Then a third board was authorized to as- 
certain if the repairs were satisfactory and 
sufficient, and though the vessel wus in 
commisnion, with her full complement ot 
officers and men on board, tbe Board of 
Survey reported that it would be unsafe 
for her to go to sea. 


A Board of Inquiry was then appointed 


to ascertain if there had been oarlessness 
or neglect of duty on tbe part of any offi- 
cer in preparing the Alert for sea, 
The 


report of that board has been made public. 


It fiadfl that a naval constructor and two 


master shipfltters were neglectful and that 
serious defects in the ship were passed 
over, and that the workmanship in the re- 
pairs made was unsatisfactory. 
Now an- 


other board, consisting of two commodores, 
two naval constructors and a chief engin- 
eer, have beim ordered to Yallejo to make a 
new survey of the vessel that the necessary 
repairs may be made. 


Reports of this character are not calcu- 


lated to inspire confidence in navy yard 
management. 
Millions upon millions of 


the people's money are Appropriated to 
build up a navy but are squandered for po- 
litical purposes. Those employed in re- 
paring the Alert were selected for political 
purposes, more than for their skill an 
shipwrights. Tho primary object was to 
get the employes at the navy yard to vote 
the Administrative ticket. The repairs on 
tbe war vessel being u secondary considera- 
tion. 
Now Secretary Tracy announces bis 


determination to prevent anon abuses, but 
that he can or will be permitted to do so Is 
extremely doabtfnl. 
The patriotism of Ihe 


country is appealed to when new war ves- 
sels are to be built or old ships are to be 
repaired, and millions are appropriated for 
the purpose only to be used in too many 
oases, as it was on the Alert, to keep a 
large force at work about election timeu so 
as to inanre a majority for favorite candi- 
dates.

BUILDING A BflATfi. 


HOTV One Who Has Studied the Subject 


Thinks it can be Done. 


Ej>m-n JOURNAL:—If you hove space to 


spare permit me to combat a sentiment ex- 
pressed in your editorial of this morning, 
wbioli I find has many supporters in the 
State. 
Yon close a thoughtful and correct 


"leader" npon "The Advantages of Irriga- 
tion," with these words: 


"But mines will have to be opened and 


manufaoturingindustms established to sup- 
ply a home market for products of the soil to 
make farming on an extensive scale profit- 
able at the present time and induce those 
seeking homes to engage in agricultural 
pursuits in Nevada, though it is an estab- 
lished fact that an alfalfa field in this State 
is more profitable than a corn field in 
Illinois." 


Far from agreeing with you I think 


farming is the foundation and the other 
industr:es must build on it. It seems to 
me that Nevada has a much better oppor- 
tunity to build up agriculturally than had 
any of the older States which now rank so 
high in that respect. • The farmer in—say 
Ohio—had no market, home or foreign, 
when tbe Slate was admitted to the Union 
She had hardly a decent rond, no canal un 
til twenty jears later, no railroad or tele- 
graph for nearly fifty years. Whatever was 
raised had to be bartered from one band to 
another and there was not a man in the 
State who sent goods ont and brongh 
money in. Contrast tbis state of things 
with Nevada's condition to-day. 
Th 


wages paid to labor in every county in the 
State, which is in the form of cash instead 
of nnshelled corn or pumpkins, would fur 
nish a basis for a large number of farms 
Thousands of dollars come into tbe State 
for beef, wool, mntton, silver, lead, borax 
salt, potatoes and hay and it all goes on 
again to buy ham, bacon, berries, fruit 
vegetables, clothing, machinery and othe 
things which could be produced here. 


A half dozen settlers will support a 


blacksmith shop. As their numbers inoreas 
they affjril business for a small store 
doubling again they draw to them a docto. 
and a lawyer, and as they build up one 
thing helps another until they have all th< 
luxuries which follow a great population 
all having for their foundation tbe farming 
element. Nevada has tried to build up on 
raining, but it is like a man taking a drink 
of liquor instead of a beefsteak when he 
aeeda support. Heretofore when times were 
dull -we would not try to make prosperity bj 
building up a farming industry in some 
locality, or developing some industry, bu 
we would look out for a mining boom. 


We have found it impossible to build a 


State on that foundation, although it is a 
valuable aid and one which will be bette 
and greater than ever in Nevada as other 
induEtries develop. 
It is not necessary to 


tear one thing don n to build up another, 
but all will help each other. The farmer 
will prove the best friend the miner ever 
bad, and vice versa. 
Combined with 


manufactures, for which Nevada has unex 
ampled facilities, the three will make a fa 
more prosperous State than with either 
one lacking. 


Imagine the Pilgrim Fathers sitting down 


to wait for a market. Their nearest neigh 
bor was 3,000 miles away with no ships or 
trade passing. 
It cost more to raise crops 


than to buy them, and according to the 
rule here it was better not to work at all 
But they went to work with a will to 
make homes and all the rest have followed 
It will be so in Nevada, if people will take 
tbe grass lands now -watered to make 
homes and raise diversified crops, putting 
labor on the lands so as to use it for higher 
purposes than raising cow feed. It is the 
best kind of a country for homes and wil 
be sought for before long by thoie seeking 
health and comfort.

Legion adorned the lapel of a cheviot 
coat worn by Maj. Oscar Bell at the 
Albany. 
"A story, eh?" laughed the ex-army 


officer, as he detached his eyeglasses from 
the bridge of his nose and looked in a 
good natnred way at the expectant re- 
porter seated beside him. 
"Well, lemme see. 
The smoke of 


Shiloh is a chestnut now, and the battle 
of the WildernesB probably has been 
smothered from further interest by a pro- 
fuso growth of weeds. By Jove I I can 
give yon a little incident that has never 
been in type. It happened in 1883, when 
our regiment was in camp at a little 
Missouri town called Lexington. I wore 
a captain's straps at that time and did 
the shonting for Company B. 
'' The captain of Company D was named 


Henry Poor. Unknown to me he detested 
me, and all becanse I once made a pun 
on his name while at West Point. Being 
a young man of stringent meanii he was 
mortally offended, bnt later seemed to 
have overlooked an unintentional sally 
of wit that I got off at hia expense among 
a group of fellow cadets. 
"Well, when wo got our commissionfl 


the loaded dice of fate threw ns both in 
the same regiment, and when the war 
broke out we went to the front under the 
same colonel. As I said before, our regi- 
ment camped at Lexington, Mo., near 
Kansas City, or Westport, as it was 
known in those days. Among the events 
that transpired during the two weeks of 
otir sojourn was a grand ball, given at 
the residence of a loyal northern woman, 
for Lexington, although a Missouri town, 
had great respect for the Confederate 
colors, and a great many of its citizens 
heartily sympathized with the southern 
cause. At the ball several of the officers 
of our regiment were invited—Poor and 
myself included. 


THK CHALLENGE. 


"During the evening I placed my name 


on the programme of one of the Lexing- 
ton belles, but when I called for the 
dance I was horrified at the discovery 
that my name had been deliberately- 
erased und that of Poor substituted, evi- 
dently by himself. When Poor and the 
yonng lady started off amid the seductive 
strains of the orchestra my blood fairly 
boiled with . indignation. Later in the 
evening I caught Capt. Poor in the gen- 
tlemen's dressing room alone. I slapped 
him roughly in the face, and told him 
just what I thought of him. He did not 
resent it there, but the next day I re- 
ceived a challenge from him to fight a 
duel. 
"I had never fought a duel, and I hesi- 


tated some time, but rather than be ac- 
cused of cowardice I consented. The 
matter was placed in the hands of 
friends, and one bright moonlight night 
five dark figures sneaked out of the camp 
and into a neighboring wood. The fifth 
figure was that of a doctor of Lexington, 
who had been let into the secret and con- 
sented to act, in consideration of a big 
fee for his services. To every appear- 
ance the duel was to be a tragic one, al- 
though I thought at one time I detected 
a slight smirk in the features of the see- 
on ds, who were mutual friends of the 
determined principals. 
" 'Measure off ten paces,' commanded 


the doctor as he wiped a tiny stream of 
Missouri nicotine from his chin whiskers. 
The doctor was to act as master of cere- 
monies. The space was measured. 
" 'Bring on the weapons,' was the 


next command. Tho seconds brought 
forth an ominous looking bundle care- 
fully .wrapped up in oilcloth. Capt. Poor 
shuddered. I was equally nervous. Ugh! 
the weapons were evidently wicked sa- 
bers, and it would be n> duel from which 
neither principal would emerge alive. 
We took our places ten paces apart and 
stood glaring at each other, patiently 
waiting for the supposed swords to be 
placed in our hands ready to pierce each 
other's heart. 


THE RESULT. 
" 'Gentlemen, here are tho weapons," 


exclaimed the doctor as two large base- 
ball bats rolled out of the oilcloth. Ho 
advanced and placed one in the hands of 
each principal. 'Mind, gentlemen, you 
are not to violate the rule to keep ten 
paces apart. Are you ready? 


"Capt. Poor and I gazed at each other. 


The seconds were doubled up on the 
ground in convulsions of laughter. Even 
the doctor smiled, and to cap the climax 
a silvery laagh. from a woman's lips 
broke the stillness of the air as the fair 
cause of the duel strode on to the duel- 
ing ground with eyes sparkling with 
mirth. 
" 'Do be sensible, gentlemen, and 


shako hands,' said she. There is going 
to be another party next Tuesday even- 
ing, and I will divide my programme of 
waltzes with you both if you do.' 


"I looked at Poor, and we met half 


way and shook hands. The ludicrous 
contemplation of a duel with baseball 
bats at a distance of ten paces was too 
much for us. We laughed heartily after 
casting a reproachful glance at the mis- 
chievous seconds who put the job up on 
us."At this juncture there was a rustle of 
satin near the hotel elevator, and the 
major arose in response to a signal from 
a well preserved lady. As he left the 
reporter he said, with a sly wink of his 
left eye, "I got that young lady for life, 
though, and Poor is up in the Sioux 
country now, and still a bachelor." With 
these parting words he disappeared into 
the dining room with the wife of his ro- 
mance.—Denver Republican. 


A Hard 'Winter In Maine.

One preacher 
in Knox cotmty, after working hard all 
the evening breaking through the drifts, 
arrived in sight of the church just in 
time to see the lights blown out. The 
people had given him up and gone home.
